Recalling the Assassination of Lin- 
coln and HI* Own Ksrapa. 



Hew York, April 1H.— Gen. Grant passed 
another night of unbroken rent. He slept in 
his chair until daybreak almost constantly, 
awakening only a few timet) to cough or 
alear his throat. l>r. Hhrady propped him- 
asll up in bed and dozed lightly 
while his charge slept When the 
general awoke the doctor'. eyes 
were stand, and the general allowed 
him to sleep until the entrance of Harrison.
